Hr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  5ist,  1963* 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  was  5,920 
(3»940  in  1962  and  3>925  in  the  196I  census). 

The  total  number  of  births  was  73  which  was  4 less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  There  was  one  stillbirth  and  two  infant  deaths.  One  of  these  infants 
died  in  the  first  week. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  54  compared  with  57  in  1962,  69  in  I96I 
and  58  in  i960.  There  were  thus  considerably  more  births  than  deaths  and  the 
birth  ratei’.of  18.62  which  is  well  above  the  average  for  the  country. 

There  were  I4  deaths  from  cancer  which  is  a considerable  increase  over 
the  last  year.  The  commonest  cancer  was  carcinoma  of  the  bronchus  of  which 
there  were  4 cases.  The  other  common  causes  of  death  were  heart  disease, 
coronary  artery  disease  and  vascular  lesion  of  the  neirvous  system  (strokes). 

No  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

I should  like  to  thank  P^fr.  E.P,  Jones  for  all  his  help  during  the  year 
and  all  the  council  officials  for  their  friendly  co-operation.
